Communist Spokesman 
Returns To New York 

Gus Hall, leading spolcetman for the Communist Party of the 
United States, was refused entry into Canada by the Department 
of Immigration yesterday on the grounds that he hod come with 
the express purpose of expounding his political views. 

Hall was to have addressed an 
open meeting of the McGiU Social- 



ist Society today, but was turned 
bade at Montreal't International 
AlrporL He had been given per- 
mission to leave the States by 
Attorncy-Oeneral Robert Kennedy. 
The immigration officers at the 
airport, who detained Hall for 
more than an hour before return- 
ing him to New York, based their 
action on a statutory law In the 
Immigration Act. .^^m/^ ■ 

An official of th^ Canadian De- 
partment of (Htisenstdp and Immi- 
gration claimed that "a recognized 
member of the Communist Party 
of any country cannot enter Can- 
ada if liis intent is to spealc con- 
cerning ills political fidd or to 
further his political views". 

Personal Business Only 

However, the official elaborated, 
it is only in this capacity that 
entry is refused to a recognized 
Communist "Hall would have been 
permitted to enter bad he been 
here for personal reasons, sudi as 
business concerns." 

The spolcesman allowed that a 
recognized member of the Cana- 
dian Communist Party may spealc 
on his political views, but main-

Applications Dbrector; Peggy 
Aane Ildd (Fhydo). Constitu- 
tions Directon /Bfll Jones (En- 
gineeting) and Ingrid Ball (ArU 
and Sdenee). Extenial Attain 
and Public Relations Co-Direc- 
tors; Peter Sejibold (En^eer- 
Ing), Clubs and Societies Dkec- 
tor; and Charles Dalfen <Arta 
and Sdenee), Tisn\ Dkector. 
Tbese novice ndidsters were 
elected to the SBC in last Ho- 
'vember's elections. 

Echenberg emphasized that 
although each post demanded 
and rccdved a bade minimum 
of executive competence, it was 
the effort exerted by the indi- 
vidual in that post, beyond that 
basic minimum, which would 



determine the degree of success 
which could be achieved — the 
success not only of the Individual 
in that post, but of the entire 
SEC in all its operations. He 
pointed oui that the efficacy 
and success of this year's coun- 
cil was thus dependent on the 
efficacy and success of these 
newly-elected membets. 

Tea aew appointmenb have 
been made and the term of office , 
of m eleventh appc^itee has' 
been renewed. Saeed Mirza, 
Gradoate Studies, has been ap- 
pointed ChletBetarning Officer, 
a poâtimwUèhi'liie also hdd last 
year. 

Finança 
George Cram, Divinity, has 
been named Finance Director 
for the coming year. This is, the 
last term during which the 
Director will be operating under 
the old budget, without the re- 
cently approved fee Increase. 
Since the next representative to 
bold this post will use the Jn- 
.creased budget, revisions and al- 
terations will be nece ssa r y, and 
any projections and recommen- 
dations vfaidi this diicetor eould 
offer would be extremely va- 
luaUe. 

The appointment of Joe Oli- 
ver, Law, as Research Director, 
vas also announced at the samo 
time. Oliver has already under- 
taken three projects in Iiis new 
capadty; the establishment of 
new student life insurance poli- 
cies, TocommendaUons on Que- 
bec electoral laws to allow stu- 



dents the vote, and submissions 
on federal taxation. Oliver has 
stated that he is "immediately 
concerned with preparing briefs 
regarding tax and doctoral 
benefits to students." As Re- 
search Director, he will also at- 
tempt "another vital project 
long over-due, in the form of a 
study of English-French relations 
at the university leveL" 

Applications 

On the recommendation of 
retiring Applications Director 
Lynn Berrill, the responsibility 
for handling this department 
has been divided between Exe- 
cutive Applications Dbvctor Ted- 
dy Siiiff, Uedidne, and Activi- 
ties Applications Director Phil 
Belnhaker, Architecture. The 
department will thus be ex- 
panded and diversified, to en- 
able the SBC to fill CT-ery avail- 
aUe position with all the avail- 
able talent 

ShifTs province will be the 
sdecUon of candidates for cam- 
pus executive positions, and can- 
didates to represent the Univer- 
sity at various interscholastic 
conferences.

He continued 
that the question of allowing a 
Canadian Communist into the 
United States is the concern of 
American officials. 

Hall's Statement 

Hall, who is presently appealing 
a judgment against the Conunu- 
nist Party in connection with vio- 
lations of the subversive activities 
Control Act for refusing to register 
its members, made a statement 
before boarding his plane to New 
Yorit: 

"The North American curtain 
of thought control continues to 
prevaiL It is hypocritical to talk 
about the Berlin Wall when there 
exists a wall, albeit of another 
nature, between Canada and the 
United States. It is hypocritical as 
well to tallc about freedom in 
Canada when a Canadian Govern- 
ment department violates indivi- 
dual rights. 

"This is another example of the 
control of a great part of Canadian 
life by Wall Street, and Canadians 
should be vigilant about this mat- 
ter. This undemocratic executive 
dedsion sets ' a dangerous prece- 
dent which should be -guarded 
agaittsL" 

Thought Curtain' 

Hall then thanked McGiU's So- 
cialist Sodety fbr inviting ^him to 
Montreal *T. was certainly looking 
forward to speaking at HcGIlI. The 
only message I can give is to urge , 
you to do your best up here to picrr 
ce the 'thought curtain' and I think 
it will be ^erced, and to say that 
we on our part will do our best 
to the same end." 

President Syd Weller said that 
the McGill Sodalist Sodety "is 
extremely sorry to have had its 
efforts to bring a well^own 
speaTcer before the student body 
foUed. We believe Uiat all sides 
of a question should l>e heard, and 
that this act by the Immigration 
Department is a viobtion of Mr. 
Hall's right as an American citi- 
zen to speiik'at McGill University 
and to travd fredy in Canada. Wo 
also feel that this dedsion is not 
consistent with the professed and 
legal relations between Canada and 
the United SUtes."

Democracy And Free Speech 

Yesterday the General Secretary of the United 
States' Communist Party was refused entry here by 
Canadian immigration off icials and returned to the U.S. 
on the grounds that "a recognized member of the Com- 
munist Party of any country cannot enter Canada if 
his intent is to speak concerning his political fields or 
to further his political views.". Gus Hall, a leading 
spokesman of the U.S. Communist Party "would have 
been permitted to enter^had.he.been.l}ere 
reasons, such as bOsihess^concerns^^^Sr 
visit at the invitation of the .McGill Socialist Society to 
speak on "U.S. — the Communist Viewpoint" was 
denied as he would be expounding views repugnant to 
our system of government. 

Mr. hiall was not refused because he was under 
Indictment in the U.S. for violation of the .McCarran 
Act requiring all members of the CommunistYPafty 'to 
register with the U.S. government; he was not refused 
because his visit was not sanctioned by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Justice, indeed, his visit had even been cleared 
with the U.S. Attorney General and for either of these 
reasons the action of the Canadian government would 
not have been called Into question. 

But the Canadiian government refused entry, to 
Mr,y[iall on grounds that can at best be described as a 
technlcar legal Justification, at worst, as an action 
questioning the right of free speech, in a democratic 
society with unfortunate political, and more broadly 
speaking, philosophical repercussions. 

Philosophically, the action by the Canadian gov- 
ernment challenges certain tenets of our system of 
liberal democracy. Is the right of free speech to be 
denied to a person because be is propounding a 
political philosophy in opposition to the political philo- 
sophy held by Canadian government and a vast 
majority of the Canadian people ? Is the action denying 
a U.S. Communist the right to expound his views 
reconciliabje^with allowing the reading and study of 
Marxist polemics and Comrhunist propaganda ? Or 
Is the former illegal because it is considered politically 
sensitive, and the latter legal because it is considered 
politically ineffectual ? Is the general public con- 
sidered responsible enough to be exposed to all forms 
of Communist propaganda, while the university com- 
munity Is considered too immature to be exposed to 
an address by a U.S.- Communist on the U.S. and 
Conimunism ? 

The action taken by officials of the Canadian 
Department of Immigration is a sad commentary on 
the capacity of an open society to resist, as an open 
society, an alternate value system; this country's strong 
British tradition of civil liberties and human, rights has 
only infrequently been abused, and onl/itKèhtuncier 
emergency conditions. Admittedly, the problem of how 
to fight a cold wdr in an open society Is one of concern 
to all who value their freedom,. who value the liberal 
democracy of this open society. But the liberal demo- 
cracy is of true value If you do not have to "close" the 
society to protect It. and the tragedy of all this Is that 
Gus Hall now has a greater audience than he ever 
would have had at McGill — an audience that questions 
the merits of our system rather than the transparency 
and weaknesses of Mr. Hall's Communism. 



Is Nudear War Possible ?

The recent controversy initiated by General Norstad concerning Canada, NATO, and 
' nuclear weapons has served to focus the light upon the most crucial question of the atomic age, 
namely, the capacity of the' nuclear deterrent of each super-power to effectively prevent a 
nuclear war. 



In military circles it is avow- 
ed that in order to maintain tlic 
slrengtli and effectiveness of the 
Western deterrent, Canada is du- 
ly bound to equip her NATO for- 
ces in Europe with nuclear wea- 
pons, and to install nuclear war- 
heads on her. Bomarc missiles. 
For, it is claimed, , the only me- 
thod to ensure peace is the main- 
tenance of a powerful and alert 
striking force by the West in or- 
' der to deter the Soviets from at- 
taclcine. Canada can best help 
towards the prevention of war 
by contributing her share to the 
Western deterrent, and this im- 
plies equipping her forces with 
the most up-to-date nuclear wea- 
pons. Therefore, Canada should 
not shrink from obtaining these 
weapons if the Western striking 
force is to be as $trong as possi- 
ble. 

But, one may ask, what If ths 
deterrent, in.roality, will not dt« 
tsr? Wi|iîgtf|lt Is possible that 
nuclear: war 'may still, come, re* 
gardliss of the fact that i>olh 
superpowers have enough nu* 
.clear megatonnage to destroy the 
world several times ^ever ? . 

A serious iînaly'sls^'oifj the for- 
ces at play in the arms race will, 
I think, reveal that a nuclear war 
within the next several years is 
quite possible, and, in fact, quite 
probable in the absence of a mu- 
tual agreement on arms control 
or disarmament. No side, of cour- 
se, deliberately wants war. Yet 
the situation both Cold War an- 
tagonists find themselves in is 
such that they may at times be 
faced with no other choice but to 
initiate a nuclear attack. Herman 
Kahn, the noted American mili- 
tary analyst who is perhaps the 
greatest living expert on thermo- 
nuclear warfare, has stated in 
the book "Arms Control, Disarm- 
ament, and National Security" 
that "thermonuclear war may be 
unthinkable, but it is not impos- 
sible.!.', there are plausible situ- 
ations in which a perfectly sane 
(but calculathig, d e c i s i v e, or 
ruthless) attacker might decide 
that 'it is less risky to go to war 
than to live with a current situa- 
tion or crisis.'" . 

Fear Of Attack 

Such a situation might arise, 
for example, if one power cor- 
rectly or incorrectly suspected 
that the other was preparing a 
sudden attack. The advantages of 
a first strike in a nuclear war are 
so great that the power fearing 
such an attack upon its cities and 
bases might itself launch a nu- 
clear blow first In order not to 
allow itself to -be irreparably 
damaged by an enemy surprise 
attack. This President -Kennedy 
blnikU^admitted In ah interview 

fimin\ ilm March 31, 1062 
i](pf|Saturday Evenhig Post 
tatéd . that , there are certahi 
situations where the United' Sta- 
tes might fbid itself compelled 
to attack the Soviet Union first; 

This.policy.of a "pre-emptive" 
strike has .long , been In the cal* 
culations of the military plan* 
ners of both sides, and is a dis- 
tinct possibility. It' is very likely 
that' if Russia suddenly began a 
massive program of civil defence 
drills, and at thé ' samé time in* 
stalled offensive- niidear ''wea*. 
pons bases in Czechoslovakia' ànd- 
Foland, the Pentagon would 'con- 
ceivably interpret this as prcpa* 
ration for a surprise attack upon 
Western Europe and the United 
States. In this situation the Ame- 
rican strategists would be faced 
with little altemalivo but to 
launch an attack upon the Soviet 



Union first In order not to be 
destroyed itself. Or, suppose that 
the United States established se- 
veral Inter - Continental Missile 
Bases in Canada, and shortly af- 
ter it cancelled all leaves for its 
armed forces. In the eyes of the 
Soviet high command such mo- 
ves would surely seem as if the 
United States was planning a sud- 
den nuclear attack upon the So- 
viet Union. In order not to be ir- 
reparably damaged by a first 
blow, the Russian leaders would 
be forced to Initiate a pre-empti- 
ve strike upon the United Sta- 
tes. 

Therefore the very uncertainty 
and distrust generated by the 
Cold War make It very likely 
that one side may find itself 
compelled to launch an all-des- 
tructive nuclear war. Both sides 
need to be constantly alert mili- 
tarily, and neither side trusts the 
other. In these circumstances, 
war Is more likely than not. 

All these tendencies ore in- 
creased by the United States Air 
Force's "counter-force" strategy 
now being adopted by the Ken- 
nedy administration. The count- 
er-force strategists conceive, a 
war being conducted only against 
missile and bomber bases, and 
therefore a first strike would be 
decisive. The adoption of such a 
counter-force strategy by the 
other side would press one side 
to pre-empt the other's first stri- 
ke, and thereby launch World 
War in. And the recent Installa-, 
tion of missile bases in Cuba In- 
dicate that Russia is considering 
adopting a counter-force strategy. 

Technological 
Breakthrough 

There are several ways a nu- 
clear war may conceivably bé 
started besides tbat^'ofva pre- 
emptive strike. Onè'is^thé result 
of the rapid development of mo- 
dern weapons tcctinology. The 
speedy development of new and 
different weapons systems Im- 
plies the possibility of one side 
gaining suddenly a very marked 
military advantage over the 
other, thus being tempted to at- 
tack first, thhiking it could com* 
pletely'dcstroy the other side be* 
cause of its newly-acquired supe* . 
riority. The "missile-gap", mili- 
tary satellites and the "anti-mis- 
sile missile" are e x a m p 1 e s of 
such dangerous developments, 
developments leading to the un- 
balance of tho precarious "balan- 
ce of power". Of course. It Is qul- 
. te possible that the side which 
did not obtain the benefits of this 
new. technological breakthrough 
would initiate the war. It would 
seem to their advantage to strike 
now, .while the two rivals are ap- 

t proximately equal, rather than 
tiiitl^everal months until the 
'enemy becomes too powerful to 
effective^ deter, and /or Vannihl*

4 or 5 years smaller powers may 
have a nuclear striking capabili- 
ty. This likely development hns 
been referred to as "the nth 
country problem", and has preoc- 
cupied military strategists for 
some years. The probability of a 
general nuclear war resulting 
from local clashes of smaller na- 
tions is very great. This has led 
CP. Snow, the famous British 
scientist, in a speech to the Ame- 
rican Association for the Advan- 
cement of Science in New York, 
to predict : "The nuclear arms 
race between the USA and the 
USSR not only continues, but ac- 
celerates. Other countries join 
In. Within, at the most, six years, 
China and several other States 
have a stock of nuclear bombs. 
Within, at the most, ten years, 
some of these bombs are going 
off. I am saying this as respon- 
sibly as I can. That Is the cer- 
tainty." (New York Times, De- 
cember 20, lOGO.) 

Accidental War 

The main threat however, co- 
mes from the factor of accidental 
war. Radar detection methods are 
very unreliable, and the present 
state of military affairs nécessita- ^ 
tes an Instantaneous response to ' 
a possible nuclear attack. The 
Mershon National Security Re- 
port prepared by the Ohio State 
University in June 1960, entitled ' 
"Accidental War; Some Dangers 
In the 1960s" revealed that some 
of the ultimate authority to or- 
der the use of nuclear weapons 
has already been delegated to 
lesser authorities by the, US Pre* ' 
aident, and as time goes by, more 
and more will have to be delega- 
ted. A shnilar conclusion was 
reached by the previously-nien- 
. tioned study by the Notional 
Plannbig Association. 

All this means that a misinter- 
pretation of a signal on a radar 
screen, or. a bad Judgment of a 
local commander with a hang- 
over can be the fatal mistake, 
accidentally launching World 
War ~ m. A- technical accident 
launching a nuclëar-tipped mis* 
siie or detonating a nuclear 
bomb are also very real event* 
' ualities. 

Dr. Ralph Lapp, a nuclear phy- 
sicist who worlced on the Inven* 
tion of the atomic bomb, and 
who Is now Director of the US 
Nuclear Science Service, reveal- 
ed In "Kill and Overkill" that in 
■one Incident a B-52 bomber had 
to iettlson a 24-megaton bomb 
over North Carolina, and the 
bomb fell In tho field without 
exploding, ttowever upon exam* 
Inatlon, the Air Force experts x 
found that 5 of the 6 Interlocking 
safety mechanisms to prevent tha 
accidental firing of the bomb hid 
been set off by the fall. Only a 
single twitch prevented tha 24- 
megaton bomb from detonating 
and spreading fire and destruc- 
tion over a wide area. 

The Mershon National Security 
Report on Accidental War listed 
12 major nuclear accidents in* 
volvhig American weapons, and 
SO lesser accidents. In one case 
a runaway missile was mistaken* 
ly launched by the Soviet Union 
. towards Alaska. It was destroyed 
moments before landing in Alas- 
ka by a ground signal from Rus* 
sla. Another such accident occur* 
red on October 6, 1060 when ra* 
dar in Greenland reported that 
an attadc had been launched 
agabist the United States. The^w . 
alarm was given. Minutes later.O''^. 
it was discovered that the radar 
antennas had actually picked up

Lack of Involvement 

In their report to the chair- 
men of the exhibit, Pierre Cou- 
pey and Arnie Gelliart, the jury 
declared that, "In view of the 
complete lack of real artistic 
involvement in the worlcs sub- 
mitted, no selection or elimin- 
ation of Individual worlcs could 
bo made on any objective basis 
significant to artistic values." 
They decided that the value of 
the exhibit would be in its 
totality, as it would reveal some 
truths which would not otherwise 
be visible. 

Amateur's Show 

The Jury emphasized that they 
realized that this was an ama- 
teur's show, but felt that this 
does not change the facts of 
the exhibit. A selection could 



have been made from the works 
submitted on the basis of per- 
sonal taste, but they felt that 
this would have been unfair to 
all concerned, including them- 
selves, since this would force 
them to make a compromise 
with their own objective stan- 
dards, which they felt could in 
no way be applied to this exhibit. 
Only those works which did not 
comply with the specified ins- 
tructions were omitted. 

In the last of the talks the 
chairmen had with the Jury, it 
was agreed that even with the 
above considerations, every per- 
son who entered the exhibit 
deserved to have his works 
shown. They specified that the 
exhibitors should not be dis- 
couraged by any of the criticism 
directed to them, but should 
reulize that the ultimate apprai- 
sal of their work comes from 
themselves alone.

the faint radar echoes reflected 
by the moon, not by Russian 
missiles or bombers. 

Commenting on this incident, 
the Inventor of radar. Sir Robert 
Watson-Watt, said, "This was on- 
ly one of a few hundred wild 
goose chases due to radar — not 
of course to my beautiful and 
infallible invention, but to the 
poor humans who have not yet 
been successfully immunised 
against human error." 

Newsweek of April 16, 1062 re- 
ported a similar accident in No- 
vember 1961 when 450 H-bomb 
loaded jets were ordered on to 
the runways by SAC chief Gene- 
ral Thomas Power after it was 
reported that communications 
with ; the BalllsUc Missile Early 
Warning System had been' bro- 
ken. BMEWS was thought to ha- 
ve been attacked by an enemy 
force.

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shortly after and the SAC strike 
was stopped. It was later disco- 
vered by the .\ir Force that an 
overheated motor had caustid the 
communications break. 

«^A|nuclear war,' therefore can 
conceivably take place within 
the decade as a result of human 
error. The Mershon report on Ac- 
cidental War has concluded that, 
' "Taking, together all the dan- 
gers, there Is a significant chan- 
ce that a major accidental war 
may occur at some time In the 
1960*8." 

It Is quite clear, therefore, that 
in the long run the deterrent 
will not deter a nuclear war. 
Despite the fact that both powers 
now have capacity of destroying 
thé other, situations are likely to 
arise where one side has no choi- 
ce but to launch a nuclear war. 
In addition to this possibility, the 
fact of the development and 
spread of nuclear technology, 
and the throat of accidental war, 
both drastically increase the pro- 
bability of World War IIL In the 
absence of /a'^'mutuai agreement 
on disarmament or arms control, 
nuclear war within 10 years 
seems likely.
